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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Troy School Board: 


I herewith submit to you my first annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. Much of my time during. the first half 
year I have been with you has necessarily been taken in at- 
tending to the routine work and in getting acquainted with 
your school conditions. This report will be limited to re- 
cording certain things which. ought to find a place in every 
school report and to making a few specific suggestions. 

During the summer it was considered advisable to make 
a sheht change in the high school course, and the third year’s 
work was dropped. This necessitated eliminating the busi- 
ness course and the release of one teacher. Maintaining the 
two years of high school work and the seventh and eighth 
grades as a Junior high school has given two teachers a rather 
heavy schedule, especially in view of the rating given the high 
school at the close of last year.. The many changes last year 
could not fail to have a demoralizing effect upon the high 
school and the examination of the work by the State Depart- 
ment last May resulted in placing the school on probation dur- 
ing the first term of the present year. The illness of State 
Superintendent Butterfield in December prevented his visiting 
the school and no definite rating for the school for the present 


year has yet been obtained. 


49 


It has been our purpose to strengthen the course in every 
possible way. Miss Mildred M. Flynn, who finished last 
_year with the high school returned and we secured Mrs. Villa 
Hall Wight to take charge of the junior high school and to 
teach the mathematics in both departments. Her work has been 
very successful, but the State Normal School at Keene has final- 
ly succeeded in getting her away, and Miss Flynn has recently 
been elected to take charge of the English department in the 
Keene high school. While regretting these changes we cannot 
but feel that the school has made an excellent showing under 
these teachers who are called to more responsible positions. 
Mr. Hugo P. Karlson has taken charge of the high school as 
principal, and the other vacancy was filled by the election of 
Miss Elsie Shattuck who, however, at the last minute was un- 
able to take the place and the position is as yet unfilled. 


Miss Patnode returned as principal of the primary build- 
ing and as teacher of grades five and six. Miss Platts, Miss 
Agnew, and Mrs. Jessie Brown returned to their positions for 
another year and are continuing their excellent work with 
their several rooms. 

During the summer a new room was fitted up for the 3rd 
erade in order to provide for the overflow in the lower grades, 
and Miss Helen P. Colley was elected to the new position. She 
has had an enrollment of 36 pupils in that grade and the num- 
ber thus taken over has equalized the work of the building. 


Miss D. Helen Brown who taught 17 weeks last year at 
West Hill also returned to her position with a school showing 
an enrollment of 12 pupils as against 8 last year. 

Taken altogether the first six grades are showing excellent 
results; the seventh grade in the high school building is doing
